DESPERATE NWAI. BATTLE. 

J)y ihe schooner Lily Captain Sa^ve*, 
arrived this day from Kpy West, we learn 
that the disma-teil brig in tow of a .Spani*b 
frigate, going into Havana; n» tl.e 13 b 
inM. seen by Cap'ain Talbot, of the Mika 
Stamlish, was tlie Mexican Brig of War 
Guerrero, late Captain David H. Porter, 
From Capiain Sawyer, and letter* we 
have seen from Key M eat, we gather the 
iollowing particular!: — 

On the 11th inst. information was leepived 
st Key West,from Havana, that the Guer¬ 
rero had, on the 9th, fallen in with nod 
captured, afterashoit engagemmi, two 
Spanish (Juianaraan brigs; which she man¬ 
ned. On Sunday, the 10th, she fell in 
with two Spanish toau of war brig", the 
Marte and Marie Amelia, one of 18 gun® 
and 180 men, the other ol len guns and 
130 men, both of which she beat; they 
succeeded, howevei, in making their escape 
into Martel. The Guerrero mounted 
guns and bad a crew of 136 men. In ihts 
engagement, she suffered much in her spars 
and rigging, and it wa» supposed the Span¬ 
ish log- was very great. 

The Grmg, in 'hi® aciion, was heard in 
Havana, wh* n the Fiigate Lealtad, of 51 
guns and 500 meo, immediately put to sea. 
She i* -aid to be a remarkably fast sailer 
A ihe brig being tn a very crippled state was 
so n overtaken by th* Frigate, when a 
desperate tigh' ensued which lasted two 
hums nnd twenty minuti*, one hour and 
a quarter of which time the two vessels 
were with in speaking distance.

A'lt.r.ir vs, from 
their attentive correspondent at Havana, under 
date of 15th February, after detailing tho par¬ 
ticulars of the late desperate action between 
(he Spanish fiigate Lealtad, nnd the Mexican 
brig Guerre.ro, says: “The Lcaltnd came into 
port in triumph, towing her prize, a total 
wreck, both topmasts gone, her tops hardly dis¬ 
tinguishable, her shrouds in pieres, and the 
tattered remnants of her sails flowing in the 
wind. Tire spectacle gave pain to mini;/, hut it 
inspired with enthusiastic joy the throngs that 
crowded the wharves, the shipping, the win¬ 
dows and terraces of the city. I have hern un¬ 
able to learn the names of the Mexican otfi- 
eers; one is a son of Com. Porter, very slightly 
wounded, and one named Thompson, (not the 
one who was formerly u prisoner here,) The 
Lealtad has sustained great damage in her sails 
and rigging, and has her mainmast wounded 
but ns captain Porter was evidently attempting 
to disable her, and thus escape, his lire was di- 
i acted at her spars, and she has not many shot 
in her hull. 

“Thc’Guerrero has lost from 15 to 35 men: I 
9 cannot ascertain the truth. She had 22 tiventv

Can tho legislature and peoplo of New 
York behold these things without a sympathiz¬

Princeton ,Y J. March 14, 1328. 

Mr. Mausii, Sir.— ^’»u will doubtless 
Le very much astonished on opening thi 
pa; kage ofletters to find it in so sad 
co'.ditinn. I will relate the circumstances 
as nearly as possible: Hast evening (Alarch 
13 ) the way Mail fmm Philadelphia drop 
ped fiom the staee bptween Ibis and Tren¬ 
ton Soon as it was missed the t»uatd 
went directly back—when be arrived wi'li- 
in three anil a bait miles of Trenton lie. 
found the mail. It had been picked up 
fmtn the road by some one, who took it 
into a field near by cut it open, and was 
plundeiing >1 when he heard some one 
coming. Me ran ami left it. The person 
who was crossing ifie field stumbled over 
it —picked it up, and brought it to a house. 
The guard ga'hered all the iiagments, ami 
put them io the bag that had been cut 
open. As the letters were torn and flying 
in all directions, I of cour»p thought ties! to 
retain all the pieces, and have succeeded in 
getting them together, so as to find their 
phi' es of destination.

When 
we recall to mind (he imprudent assertions | 
nl some public journals »» to the state id 
the late l>«ke of York, we shall not he t,ur- 
prt-ed at finding such sta emetils with re¬ 
ference lo his M jestv; and certainly they 
would be merittuious tl tney were not cal¬ 
culated to conceal from the country a fact 
which must, at length, transpire with ad¬ 
ditional torce Irom the circumstance of tbe 
attempt to conceal it. 

“Tbe truth is, and I have my informa¬ 
tion irom an authentic source, that the 
health ol his Majesty hat beeg for tome 
tune giving way aud latterly lias resisted 
Ihe milder remedies, whilst a torpidity ot 
the system, which is but too common in 
dropsical complaints, bus manifested itsell. 
Indeed, from tbe statement which has been 
made lo me, I am warranted in coining to 
the conclusion, that Ihe situation of Mis 
Majesty already resembles, but too closely, 
that of (be late Duke of York in the early 
period of his last illness. The la lest ac¬ 
counts l have received of the King’s health, 
was of yesterday morning, at which time 
there was an improvement as compared 
with the condition on previous days, but 
none as to the character of the complaint.
